128 countries vote to reject 
_ Trump move on Israeli capital

The U.N. General Assembly over- 
whelmingly passed Thursday a mea- 
sure rejecting U.S. President Donald 
Trump’s administration’s recognition 
of Jerusalem as Israel’s capital, a solid 
rebuke of a U.S. decision that allies and 
adversaries alike warned would under- 
mine prospects for peace. 

Despite U.S. threats to cut aid to 
countries that backed the resolution 
and even funding for the United Nations 
itself, 128 countries voted in favor of the 
measure. Only nine countries — includ- 
ing the United States and Israel — voted 
against it. Another 35 abstained, and 21 
were absent. 

The vote in a rare emergency session 
was a public reproach of an administra- 
tion that stands alone in the world in 
recognizing Jerusalem as Israel’s capital, 


a status other governments say should 
be left undecided until the final stage of 
talks between Israelis and Palestinians. 

The nonbinding resolution on “ille- 
gal Israeli actions in occupied East Je- 
rusalem and the rest of occupied Pales- 
tinian territory” declared actions that 
predetermine Jerusalem’s fate “null and 
voided.” 

Even countries that abstained offered 
explanations that distanced themselves 
from Trump’s Dec. 6 decision. 

The vote also underscored the appar- 
ent futility of the U.S. campaign to sway 
votes by threatening to cut funding, 
which some countries viewed as an ef- 
fort to intimidate them into submission. 
Although Trump said Wednesday that 
he would be “watching” for countries 
that receive a lot of U.S. aid and voted

Proposal would tie state 
dollars to meeting goals

While Missouri’s college leaders fret 
over dwindling state dollars, a proposal 
could tie 10 percent of that money to 
how well they produce graduates and 
keep costs down. 

Ten percent may not sound like a lot 
of money, but it’s “enough to matter,’ 
said Zora Mulligan, Missouri’s higher 
education commissioner. 

The plan would mean that $970,000 
could be on the line for Harris-Stowe 
State University, while $41.9 million 
could be at stake for the University of 
Missouri system.

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Life expectancy 
in the US. falls as 
opioid deaths rise

NEW YORK e U.S. deaths from drug 
overdoses skyrocketed 21 percent last 
year, and for the second straight year 
dragged down how long Americans are 
expected to live. 

The government figures released 
Thursday put drug deaths at 63,600, up 
from about 52,000 in 2015. For the first 
time, the powerful painkiller fentanyl 
and its close opioid cousins played a 
bigger role in the deaths than any other 
legal or illegal drug, surpassing pre- 
scription pain pills and heroin. 

“This is urgent and deadly,’ said Dr. 
Brenda Fitzgerald, director of the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Prevention. 
The opioid epidemic “clearly has a huge 
impact on our entire society.” 

Two-thirds of last year’s drug deaths 
— about 42,000 — involved opioids, a 
category that includes heroin, metha- 
done, prescription pain pills such as 
OxyContin, and fentanyl. Fatal over- 
doses that involved fentanyl and 
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
